Wherefore, whatever your Wants, 
your Dangers, or Sufferings are, 
do not dittruſt the Providence of 
Ged, but wait patiently, and do 
your own Duty, and be affured, 
God in his good time will ſuccour 
and relieve you; he will direct, 
comfort and ftrengthen you. Let 
all the Experience you have hi- 
therto had of his Loving-kindneſs, 
. ee in him as long 
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as you live. And: take great care 
that you never murmur nor repine 
egainſt God under any Affliction 
whatever, when you meet with 

the heavieſt Croſſes and Diſap- 
1 intments, or loſe your deareſt 


5 tions and Friends, ſay with 
boly 7b, The Lird gives, and the 
Lord takes away, bleſſed be the 
Name of the Lord. Beſeech God 
to teach you that excellent Leſſon 
of Conteutment, in all Eſtates. 
Phil. 4.11, 12, 13. Though you 
may be low and poor in this 
World, yet conſider, you have 
always cauſe to be thankful, but 
. never any rcaſon to complain. 
Gad knows what Condition is beſt 
for us, and It us leave it to him 
to chuſe what we ſhall have. We 
that deſerve nothing but Wrath 
-anJ Miſery, ought to acknowledge 
the great Goodneſs of God, that 
we are on this ſide Hell. is of 
the Lord's Mercies that we are nat 
utterly confurned, and that we do 
enjoy any Meaſure of Comfort. 

Think 
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Think how poor the Lord Jeſus 
was for our Sakes, who had not 
where to lay his Head, and was 
miniſtered to by the Subſtance of 
12 others; and in the ſame mean 
Condition did the Holy Apoſtle 
live. Your low Condition frees 
you from a great many Snares and 
Temptations, and from a great 
many Cares and Sorrows that rich 
People meet with. If you but 
truly love God, and have a Trea- 
ſure in Heaven, you are very rich, 
| though you have neither Gold nor | 
Silver. Fear not, but God will 
give you and yours Food and Rai- 
ment, and having that, let us be 
content and thankful. Yea, let 
us put the very worſt, that we 
| fhould ſtarve to Death for want of | 
E Bread, (which not one of a thou- | 
band does in times of Peace and“ 
Plenty) yet if our Souls be fit for | 
'He>ven, and carried thither, we

' ave been a little larger upon this |

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for che Sake of poor People, who 
are apt to be diſcontented, and 
to murmur at their Condition;

mentioned. 

And yet before I proceed to the 
Duty you owe to your Neigh- 
Sour, let me in a few Words 
direct you, as to the Worſhip of 
God in Prayers and Praiſes. This 
is a Duty moſt frequently en- 
joined in Scripture, and practiſed 
by all good Men, and the very 
Light of Nature may direct us to 
Vit. We have daily need of God's | 
Mercy, and do daily taſte of it, 
and therefore we are taught to 
pray continually and. in every Thing - 
to give Thanks, To God alone 
may we offer up our —— and 
Praiſes in the Name of Jeſus Chriſt,

mot t pray to Angels or Saints, nor

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make uſe of them as our Media- 
tors, for this is the peculiar Office 
of Chriſt who died —_ and is 


now interceeding at 1 
Hand of God. 1 Tim. 2. 5. 


7. 25. Wherefore we mean fin- 


ful Creatures. muſt come 
to God in the Name of Chriſt, 
and for his Sake alone, for 
the Favour of God, the Pardon 
of our Sins, the Acceptance of our 
Perſons and Services, and the Sal- 
vation of our Souls. 

And: our Saviour teacheth us to 
worſhip God in à pure and ſpiri- 
tual Manner, with our Hearts and

Wherefore by no Means 
y we make any Image or Picture

Neither may we 
frame in our Minds any bodily 
Shape or Likeneſs of God when 
we pray to him, but muſt con- 
ceive 
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ceive df him as a moſt pure and 
glorious Spirit, moſt powerful, and 
wiſe, and good; who fills the 
whole World with his Preſence, 
and is always near to us, tho* not 
to be ſeen with bodily Eyes; and 
bears our Prayers, and knows our 
Wants, and is both able and wil⸗ 


* help us. 

r Saviour hath commanded 
us to pray in private when we are 
alone. Mat. 6.6. And there he 
taught his Diſciples. how to prays 
and hath given us that moſt ex 
cellent Form which we call — 
Lord's Prayer, Our Father which 
art in Heaven, &c. which, by the 
way, may aſſure us, that Femme 
of Prayer are. very lawful, and the 
Lord's Prayer mar both ſerve as a 
Pattern to direct us in all. our 
Prayers, and alſo is itfelf moſt fit 


to be uſed and joined. to our other 


Prayers. But it is not proper to 
uſe the Belief and the Ten Com- 
man-inents for Prayers, as the 


abode og 
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- though we ought often to think of 
them and rehearſe. them, for the 
quickening of our Faith, and the 
guiding of our Lives. 

Upon all Occafions, in all our 
Troubles and Diſtreſſes, let us be 
much in Prayer to God, and {ill
